Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's discussed the declaration submitted 4/28/2004 and 
2/3/2005 which in table 1 illustrates the properties that differ from Kondo et al; specifically demonstrates that the 
epidermal layer in the prior art is removed and thus the fibers are no longer water repellent. It is agreed upon that the 
declaration submitted 2/3/2005 is commensurate in scope with the product by process claims. The fibers of the 
demonstration and those in the declaration are treated according to Kondo et al. example 1 requiring chemical 
oxidation and enzyme treatment... this enzyme treatment removes the epidermal layer of scales, the invention treats 
with ozone to modify the scales but not remove them. Applicant has authorized examiner to cancel the product claims 
52, 54 and 55. ..and amend the product by process claim 41 to recite the proper modified animal fiber and to describe 
that the epidermal tissue is chemically modified.
